Although the pig- 
tail is not as yet officially banned, the agitation against it on grounds 
of hygiene and convenience is growing in strength, and with it must 
go, sooner or latter, the long gown. As was the case in Japan a 
generation ago, it is in the headgear, underclothing and footwear that 
the tendency towards change of costume first becomes noticeable. 
Therefore it is for such articles as jlat cloth caps, soft felt and straw 
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CHIN A—continued. 


hats, singlets and pants, sucks and shoes, that there is most likely to. 
be a strong demand in the near future. How far foreign manu- 
facturers will be able to supply this demand is a question not easy to- 
answer. Speaking generally, the goods required will be of the 
cheapest description, and it is doubtful whether the European manu- 
facturer, handicapped by low exchange and by freight, will be able to 
compete with the Japanese in this trade, the latter in their turn being 
threatened with the growing competition of Chinese mills, weaving 
and knitting factories, not to mention the leather factories which 
already turn out large quantities of crudely made but serviceable 
boots and shoes. 

The total value of foreign clothing, hosiery, haberdashery, boots. 
and shoes imported in 1910 was 675,168/. 


The sum of 1,203,0040. spent by China last year on the purchase of 
foreign building materials, cement, timber, furni- 


oe nese ture, window glass, &c. is indicative of another 
“a CcessorieS ; far-reaching change which is coming over the 
pry ag habits of the Chinese people. The dilapidated rows. 


of one-storied houses of lath and plaster, dark, 
insanitary and comfortless, which formerly did duty as Government 
offices, schools, barracks, &c., are rapidly disappearing before buildings 
in foreign style of brick and stone, fitted with such up-to-date con- 
veniences as electric light and steam heating; while in all the large 
cities and trading centres merchants and shopkeepers are replacing 
the shanties of tormer days with modern constructions in which the 
yanglou or foreign upper storey, and the plate-glass window, are 
usually conspicuous features. The style is more often than not 
atrocious and the work shoddy, but in places like Shanghai and 
Peking, where the erection of business buildings and Government 
offices has been entrusted to foreign architects, the results are not 
unworthy ofa European city. As regardssuch materials as stone and 
bricks, China is already well supplied, and she is beginning to manu- 
facture her own cement; but good timber is, owing to the reckless 
disregard of elementary principles of afforestation during the past 
50 years, entirely lacking except in remote and inaccessible parts 
of the country. For such articles as steel joists and plates, iron- 
mongery and tools, corrugated iron roofing, paints and distempers, 
window glass, electric accessories, water and heating plant, &c., China 
should be a good customer for many years to come.

HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information” (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
‘Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

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Australia.—A report from the office of H.M. Trade Commissioner 
or Australia draws attention to the need for prepayment of import 
duty in sending catalogues to firms inthe Commonwealth. Catalogues 
on which the duty has not been paid are likely to be refused by the 
Australian firms to whom they are addressed. A local trader in 
Hobart wrote on this matter recently as follows :—‘I consider the 
duty on catalogues a matter which ought to receive more attention, 
for much money is wasted by the English firms who send them duty 
not paid. For the major part they are refused—-last week I paid 4d. 
duty on a catalogue (of which I will send you cover), and not long 
since I paid Is. 6d. on a dentist’s catalogue to save it being destroyed, 
and passed it on to a dentist.” Foreign catalogues, it is stated, are 
sent broadcast over the country duty paid. (17,893.)

Turkey, Tripoli (Syria).—The following information is from the 
report by the British Acting Vice-Consul at Tripoli, Syria, (Mr. M. G. 
Harris) on the trade of that district in 1910, which will shortly be 
issued :— 

The new railway from Tripoli to Homs (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 7th July, 1910, p. 24), connected with the Beirut-Rayak- 
Aleppo line, promises to be the making of the district, drawing trade 
away from the ports of Beirut and Alexandretta. The people are 
beginning to show signs of awakening to their new conditions, and 
great things are expected in the near future. 

The necessity, if the United Kingdom is to compete with 
France and Germany in supplying the increasing demands of the 
country in almost all branches of trade, for the direct representation 
of British firms by means of agents and commercial travellers cannot 
be too urgently pressed.

Turkey, Haiffa—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Haiffa (Mr. P. Abela) on the trade of 
that district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

There has been a steady increase in the import trade of Haiffa 
somewhat to the detriment of Beirut, and should the proposed 
harbour at the former place be constructed, the whole of the imports 
of Damascus, Palestine and Southern Syria may come direct from 
Europe through Haiffa.

China.—The following information is from the report by the British 
Acting Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. H. H. Fox) on the trade 
of China in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The total value of machinery, railway plant and materials, electrical 
materials and fittings imported in 1910 amounted to 3,185,000/. 
Mr. Fox desires to draw the particular attention of British manu- 
facturers and merchants to these figures, not so much because they 
constitute a record import as because they denote the fact that China, 
after some years of hesitation, has definitely entered the world’s 
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markets as a purchaser of machinery. The Chinese people have at 
last come to realise that railways are an indispensable factor in the 
development of their country’s natural resources, and that the vast 
stores of mineral wealth that lie dormant all over the Empire are 
of no use to them unless exploited by scientific methods. They have, 
moreover, awakened to the fact that with practically unlimited 
supplies of raw material and cheap labour there is no reason why they 
should not manufacture themselves many of the articles they have 
hitherto imported from abroad. So railways are being constructed 
and projected in every province, coal and other mines are being opened, 
and factories are springing up in all directions. 

Owing to the increasing keenness of competition among Huropean 
and American manufacturers, the tendency of the day is towards 
industrial and financial combines who are prepared, through 
their representatives stationed in Peking, Shanghai and other im- 
portant centres, to finance Chinese industrial undertakings and supply 
them with all the machinery and expert assistance they require. In 
those branches of the trade where such combination is not feasible or 
desirable, manufacturers are beginning to send their own represen- 
tatives out to China in order to get into personal touch with the 
native purchasers, who belong in a majority of cases to the official 
class; or they entrust their interests to some local firm of merchants 
who have, by means of branches in different parts of the country and 
of their Chinese connections, special facilities for pushing business. 

It is hardly necessary to remind British manufacturers of the 
advantages to be derived from judicious and systematic advertisement, 
but attention should be drawn to the facilities afforded by the rapidly 
increasing circulation of Chinese newspapers, copies of which are 
carefully scanned each morning by millions of readers all over the 
country, and to the growing number of foreign journals published in 
the Far Eastern ports in which commercial affairs are made a leading 
feature. The spread of railways in parts where foreign goods are still 
practically unknown offers an almost unlimited field for pictorial 
advertisement, which would be especially appreciated in railway 
stations, where the Chinese travelling public, as yet unaccustomed to 
the use of time tables, are in the habit of assembling some hours 
before the departure of their trains. 

The commendable practice of marking foreign goods with Chinese 
characters, or accompanying the package with a description of its 
contents, has now become fairly established; and in the large trade 
centres it is becoming the rule, especially in the case of machinery, 
for foreign firms to bring their goods to the notice of the Chinese 
buyer by well-ordered displays and exhibitions of their wares. 
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COTTON GOODS AND COTTON YARN TRADE OF CHINA: 
Japanese Competition. 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. H. H. Fox) on the trade of 
China in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The two outstanding features in the trade in cotton piece-goods 
in 1910 are the serious shrinkage in the imports of British and 
American plain fabrics, largely due to the high prices prevailing for 
American cotton, and the increased import of Japanese cotton goods. 
The decline is most marked in the case of British grey shirtings, 
which decreased by some 2,000,000 pieces, white shirtings 2,000,000 
pieces, and American sheetings and drills 2,400,000 pieces, a total 
decline in plain staples of cver 6,000,000 pieces. The Japanese were 
particularly successful in the Manchurian market, where hitherto they 
had been unable to make much headway against American goods. 

The following table shows the great strides that the Japanese have 
made during the last five years in the export to China of plain cottons 
—shirtings, sheetings, driils, jeans and T'-cloths :—

There is good reason to believe that British manufacturers are 
fully alive to the gravity of the situation created by the growth of 
Japanese competition in the piece-goods trade of China and are taking 
effective steps to meet it. There are, in Mr. Fox’s opinion, two 
factors which tend to set a limit to the expansion of the Japanese 
export of cotton goods to China. The first is that as regards the 
better class of goods (for which everything points to an increasing 
demand in China) the Japanese are still, in spite of a marked improve- 
ment in quality, far behind British manufacturers, and are likely to 
remain so; the second factor, that as regards the cheaper lines of 
cotton goods they are faced with the growing competition of Chinese 
mills (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 29th June, p. 675). 

A feature of the 1910 piece-goods trade in Shanghai was the con- 
tinued success of the auctions held at regular intervals by certain 
British firms. The total percentage of the gross deliveries of cotton 
goods disposed of at these auctions was 22 per cent., and the goods 
which sold best were grey and white shirtings, Turkey-reds, cotton 
Italians, and lastings. Although the average auction prices are 
slightly lower than those realised by merchants, the firms concerned 
have the advantage of the more rapid turnover of their capital, and 
the Shanghai market in general has benefited by the fact that these 
auctions are attracting outport buyers, who have of recent years shown 
a tendency to import direct to Hankow, Tientsin and other rival trade 
centres. 

The year closed with stocks of all the leading varieties of piece- 
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goods lower than they have been for some years, and with prospects 
for the long-looked for revival of the trade distinctly bright. 

With reference to yarn it may be noted that Japan, which was a 
large buyer of Chinese raw cotton last year, sent back over 125,000,000 
lbs. of yarn to China. Indian yarn, which is still in point of value, 
with the exception of opium, China’s most important import, declined 
by almost 50,000,000 lbs. The considerable increase in the import 
of raw cotton from India—over 12,000,000 lbs.—was due to special 
purchases by the Shanghai mills necessitated by the deterioration in 
quality of the native article, owing to excessive ‘“ watering” by the 
native growers.

vessels, docks, &c. (made of metal) ; mechanics’ tools, and agricultural 
instruments and parts thereof; locomotives, locomotive tenders and 
parts thereof; railway cars and parts thereof; fu (wheat bran, a kind 
of food made of wheat flour); duty free articles; articles exempted 
from import duty (articles included in Article 7 of the Customs 
Tariff Law).

The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, copy 
of the “ Opium and Drug Act,” which was assented 
to on 19th May, 1911, for the purpose of pro- 
hibiting the improper use of opium and other drugs 
in the Dominion of Canada. 

Under this Act it is provided, inter alia, that every person who, 
without lawful or reasonable excuse, imports, manufactures, sells, 
offers for sale, has in his possession, or takes or carries from any place 
in Canada to any other place in Canada, any drug for other than 
scientific or medicinal purposes, shall be guilty of a criminal offence, 
and shall be liable, upon summary conviction, to a fine not exceeding

Under Section 25 of the United States Tariff Act of 1909, a drawback 
chest is allowable on the exportation of articles manu- 
ti factured in the United States, wholly or in part 

Sagelations. from imported materials, equal in amount to 
99 per cent. of the duties paid on the imported materials used. A 
drawback is also allowable on the exportation of medicinal and toilet 
preparations, including perfumery, manufactured in the United 
States with the use of domestic tax-paid alcohol, the drawback being 
equal in amount to the tax paid on the alcohol used. 

A recent Circular of the United States Treasury Department lays 
down revised regulations governing the allowance of these drawbacks, 
which may be inspected by persons interested at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 


Another Circular of the Treasury Department draws attention to 
“Insecticide Act.” — Section 11 of the “ Insecticide Act of 1910’ 
Boron aes which provides as follows :— 


That the Secretary of the Treasury shall deliver to the Secretary of Agriculture 
upon his request, from time to time, samples of insecticides, Paris greens, lead 
arsenates, and fungicides which are being imported into the United States or 
offered for import, giving notice thereof to the owner or consignee, who may 
appear before the Secretary of Agriculture and have the right to introduce 
testimony ; and if it appear from the examination of such samples that any 
insecticide, or Paris green, or lead arsenate, or fungicide offered to be imported 
into the United States is adulterated or misbranded, within the meaning of this 
Act, or is otherwise dangerous to the health of the people of the United States, 
or is of a kind forbidden entry into or forbidden to be sold or restricted in sale 
in the country in which it is made or from which it is exported, or is otherwise 
falsely labelled in any respect, the said article shall be refused admission, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the consignee and shall 
cause the destruction of any goods refused delivery which shall not be exported 
by the consignee within three months from the date of notice of such refusal 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe: Provided, 
That the Secretary of the Treasury may deliver to the consignee such goods 
pending examination and decision in the matter on execution of a penal bond for 
the amount of the full invoice value of such goods, together with the duty 
thereon, and on refusal to return such goods for any cause to the custody of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, when demanded, for the purpose of excluding them 
from the country, or for any other purpose, said consignee shall forfeit the full 
amount of the bond : And provided further, That all charges for storage, cartage, 
and labour on goods which are refused admission or delivery shall be paid by 
the owner or consignee, and in default of such payment shall constitute a lien 
against any future importation made by such owner or consignee. 


The Circular states that Articles 1015, 1016, and 1031 of the 
Customs Regulations of 1908, which relate to the examination of 
invoices, requests for samples, and cost of and duty on samples, 
respectively, are amended so as to apply to insecticides, Paris greens, 
lead arsenates, and fungicides in the same manner as they are 
applicable to food and drug products.

GERMANY. 


The British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. Turner) has furnished 

; the followin articulars, extracted from an 

Textile Industry, a iticle in the Saleatobe Neueste Nachrichten,” 

ee of the condition of the German textile industry 
in the first six months of 1911 :— 

The advance made in the various branches of this industry is not 
particularly satisfactory. The most unsatisfactory branch is the 
cotton industry (see ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 15th June, 
p. 585), Although orders have increased, and the export of 
cotton goods shows an improvement over the corresponding 
period of last year, yet the high price of raw materials renders it 
most difficult for manufacturers to work at a profit. No improvement 
is expected in the immediate future. 

A considerable increase in the export trade is also reported of the 
wool industry, and the prices of wool and yarn remain steady. 
The home trade, however, is not so satisfactory, as the taste of the 
moment favours bright stuffs for women’s dresses. The silk and 
velvet industries are, in consequence, well employed. The woollen 
flannel industry has not yet experienced the wished-for improvement. 
Cheviot goods are well bought. There are increased orders for the 
brighter cloths, buckskins and men’s stuffs, while the smooth worsted 
and cheviot materials are not so popular. The foreign trade in men’s 
clothing stuffs shows a slight improvement. 

The development of the artificial silk industry is not so satisfactory 
as was expected, which state of things is by some ascribed to over- 
production, as is the case in the tulle industry. There is not much 
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GERMAN Y—continued. 


improvement in the lace and embroidery branches, but manufacturers 
of curtains have found the half year satisfactory. The same may be 
said of the jute industry, which is working normally and is one of 
the few branches of the textile industry in which the relation 
between the cost of the raw material and the selling price of the 
manufactured article is felt not to be unreasonable. The manu- 
facturers of carpets, &c., are normally employed, and the export 
trade is more lively. 

There are plentiful orders for hosiery yarn, but spinners of 
shoddy are not so well satisfied. The linen industry maintains 
the same level as last year, but the export trade has decreased 
slightly. A Convention has been formed in the hemp and string 
industry to prevent over-production. Business in felt stuffs is normal 
and steady. 

In general the progress made in the German textile industry is 
characterized‘as slow but steady, and more business is expected in 
the autumn. (C. 6,066.)

Prospects “Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. Peters- 

burg), of the Russian grain crop prospects at 
ord July, with supplementary information up to 8th July :— 

Though in places, mostly in the central and more northern regions, 
the crop prospects have improved, the contrary has been the case in 
the region covered by the Volga, Trans-Volga and Eastern Govern- 
ments of the central black-earth zone. The prospects in general, 
however, may be described as satisfactory. 

Rye promises in general a crop approaching the average. 

Winter wheat is in general satisfactory. The prospects are good 
in the south-west, in the southern Governments of Poland, in parts of 
the central region, and in some districts of the Governments of 
Tchernigoff and Poltava. ‘The region described as unsatisfactory 
comprises the Government of Saratoff, the south of that of Simbirsk, 
most parts of the Don Territory, and separate districts of the Kuban 
Territory. The crops are unsatisfactory, too, in most parts of the 
government of Kherson, and in adjacent districts of that of Bessarabia, 
in places in the north-west, and, finally, in parts of the Governments 
of Voronezh and Kursk. Elsewhere the winter wheat crop prospects 
are satisfactory. 

Of spring grains, spring wheat is the least satisfactory, though in 
general promising an average crop. It is unsatisfactory in the 
Trans-Volga (in different districts of the Governments of Perm, 
Orenburg and Samara), in the north-eastern districts of Saratoff, in 
the southern districts of Simbirsk, in places along the Don, along the 
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coast zone of the Government of Kherson, and in parts of the north- 
west. The prospects are good in the northern Caucasus and in the 
southern districts of the Don Territory, in parts of the Governments 
of Viatka and Perm and of the south-west. Elsewhere the - prospects 
are satisfactory. 

The oats crop promises in general to be fully satisfactory. 

‘the prospects for barley are also fully satisfactory. (17,610.) 





ITALY: 


H.M. Consul at Naples (Mr. S. J. A. Churchill, M.V.O.) reports that 
the hemp crop of Italy this year is estimated to be 
somewhat less than that of last year. The lack of 
rain since the middle of May has especially affected 
the fields that were sown late, where the plants were still small at the 
time mentioned. Furthermore, hail has damaged the crop in two 
districts to the extent of some 2,000 tons. The standing of the crop 
at Bologna is not at all favourable, and the result there is likely to be 
between a quarter and a third (some 15,000 tons) less than last season. 
Both at Naples and at Bologna old stocks of hemp are completely 
exhausted. Orders for considerable quantities, that should have been 
filled from last year’s crop, have been left to the new crop. It is 
stated that there will probably be a total shortage in the two districts, 
as compared with 1910, of about 20,000 tons. Generally speaking 
the mills are said to be badly covered and have to buyearly. Present 
prices are high. (17,778.)

BOLIVIA. 


H.M. Minister at La Paz reports that, according to the official 
Rubber Bolivian ‘ Revista del Ministerio de Hacienda,” 

en the production of rubber in Bolivia in 1910 

P — mm amounted to 3,117 metric tons, of which 2,641 tons 
920. were obtained in the province of ‘“ Territorio 
Nacional de Colonias” and the Department of the Beni, and the rest 
in the La Paz and Santa Cruz Departments. The greater part of the 
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rubber, 2,469 metric tons, was exported by way of the Amazon river, 
smaller quantities going vid Mollendo, the river Paraguay, Antofagasta 
and Rosario. As regards the destination of the exports, 1,297 metric 
tons are given as going to the United Kingdom, 575 tons to Germany, 
and 825 tons to Brazil. It is estimated that 75 per cent. of the 
rubber exported from Bolivia is of “fine” quality, and the rest of 
“ordinary ” quality (sernamby and caoutchouc). (C. 6,]01.) 





ARGENTINA, 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) has furnished 
the following particulars relative to the wine 
Wine Industry. industry of the Argentine Republic :— 

The cultivation of vines and the production of 
wine is now one of the most prosperous and profitable industries in 
the Republic. The output of wine in 1909 amounted to 380,000,000 
litres (83,600,000 gallons), valued at 5,220,000/., and in addition 
1,955,000 litres (480,100 gallons) of alcohol, valued at 57,6501., were 
produced. The buildings, machinery and appliances connected with 
the preparation of wine represent a capital outlay of 5,677,0001., 
apart from the value of the vineyards themselves, which has been 
estimated at 14,850,0001. The area under cultivation amounts to 
about 70,000 hectares (173,000 acres) as compared with 56,000 
hectares (138,000 acres) some three years ago. The wine industry 
has attained to importance only in the two provinces of Mendoza 
(which produces more than three-fifths of the total output) and 
San Juan. 

The rainfall of the province of Mendoza is small, but the water of 
four considerable ‘rivers is available for irrigation, and has already 
been made use of by the construction of an extensive series of canals, 
Hitherto little attempt has been made to store the water which comes 
down in floods from the rapid melting of snow, but plans have now 
been prepared for the erection of storage dams. When this water 
becomes available the area that can be cultivated will be largely 
increased, 

The native or Creole vine is still cultivated, but has been replaced 
to a great extent by better plants imported from Europe, and of the 
vines cultivated in Mendoza, 80 per cent. ars from imported stock. 
The vines are trained on fences of galvanised wire 1 ft. 10 ins. high, 
having two or three strands of wire. The usual product of an hectare 
of land varies from ten to twelve tons of grapes, according to whether 
the plants are French or Creole, but as much as thirty tons has been 
obtained under specially favourable circumstances. ‘The total weight 
of grapes crushed in 1909 in Mendoza amounted to 425,000 tons. 

The more important wine-producing establishments have been 
equipped with the most modern machinery and appliances for crush- 
ing and cleaning the grapes and handling the juice, both steam and 
electric power being used. ‘There are 900 establishments in Mendoza 
with a total annual capacity said to amount to 293,000,000 litres 
(55,660,000 gallons). 
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The character of the climate and the many different kinds of soil 
in the vine-growing provinces render it possible to produce both 
light and heavy wines similar to those of France, Italy, Spain and 
Portugal. (C. 5,670.)

MOROCCO. 
H.M. Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, C.M.G.) reports 


that considerable inconvenience has been caused to 
Rate of Exchange. trade by the great fall in the rate of exchange as 

regards Moorish currency, Hassani or Azzizi. 
Three or four months ago the rate of exchange on sterling was over 50 
per cent., whereas now it has fallen to 30 per cent. This is especially 
inconvenient at the present season, when merchants should be pur- 
chasing grain for export, as the prices in sterling are so high that the 
trade is checked. 

In order to obviate this, the State Bank is about to mint a quantity 
of Moorish coin and put it upon the market; this will inevitably put 
up the rate of exchange again, as the fall is owing to the scarcity of 
Moorish coin. All coin gradually disappears in Morocco, says the 
Consul-General, some being melted down and converted into orna- 
ments, some hoarded, and some passing into the Sudan. Though 
some little time must elapse before the new coins can be issued, it is 
hoped that the knowledge of the approaching issue will have a con- 
siderable effect upon the rate of exchange. (17,272.) 





PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


The following particulars regarding the Philippine hat trade have 
been furnished by the British Acting Vice-Consul at Manila (Mr. M. 
B. Paske-Smith) :—- 

The manufacture of hats has been carried on for years in several 

Hat Export portions of the Philippine Islands, but the quanti- 

Tra = ties have not, until recently, been sufficient to 
create any large export trade. Since October, 

1909, however, when Free Trade was established between the United 
States and the Philippines, the hat trade has been stimulated, and a 
market has been found in the United States for several sorts of 
Philippine hats. In fact it will not be surprising to find the Philip- 
pine hat competing successfully with the Panama. The exports of 
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the bamboo hat, the most popular kind, to the United States increased 
in number from 12,169, with a value of 1,840l., in the year ended 
80th June, 1909, to 176,938, valued at 23,453/., in 1909-10. During 
1909-10 “ buri” hats to the number of 5,496 and other classes to the 
number of 6,756 also went to the United States.

The export of hats other than bamboo is chiefly confined to the 
United States and France, which took respectively 12,253, valued at 
2,0301., and 3,644, valued at 773/., in 1909-10. 

Of late, the demand for Philippine hats has increased beyond the 
supply, and efforts are being made by the Bureau of Education to 
discover regions where raw material suitable for hat making exists, 
and to encourage the inhabitants to take up the industry.

A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on lst January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since lst April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘* Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being lds.
